We would be remiss to not say a few words about the consignments from our named and pedigreed collections to be offered as part of 
PNG Dallas. The specialized nature of these two consignments speaks to the strength of the "collector side" of the business, sometimes 
taken for granted in this time of stunning seven-digit investor coins and one-of-a-kind ultra-rarities. 

THE SKIDAWAY ISLAND COLLECTION 

We are pleased to present one of the most extensive groups of Lettered Edge Capped Bust half dollars by Overton variety we have ever 
handled. The collection is 96% complete by die marriage, with 437 of the Overton numbers representing the years 1807 through 1836, plus 
a number of additional coins that are included by die state. 

Most of the collection is presented in the Premier and Signature floor sessions of the Dallas PNG sale. Other coins appear in the fast-paced 
Online Signature session, and still more coins (more than 100 lots) are found in our Sunday Internet Coin Auction Sale scheduled for February 
22, 2015. This is truly a wonderful offering for Bust half collectors - averaging 50.75 in grade - with many rare varieties and Choice original 
examples in preferred collector grades. 

The Skidaway Island Collection is reminiscent of a previous set we handle in 2006 - the incomparable Jules Reiver Collection, which was also 
focused on circulated, original coins with appealing surfaces and sharp diagnostics for most Overton die pairs. 

Our consignor's eye for quality abounds in the sale. For example, the scarce 1812/1 Large 8 half in VF20 NGC displays excellent old-silver 
surfaces ... an R.5 1818 half, 0-112a, grades AU58 NGC and is beautifully toned, a die state that was missing from the Reiver Collection 
... and a sought-after 1822/1, 0-102 overdate variety (in AU55 NGC) displays lustrous, light patina. These are just three examples of 
hundreds that will change hands from this remarkable collection. Assembled over a period approaching two decades, such a set is not easy 
to acquire, and it may be many years before we once again offer a nearly complete a group of Capped Bust halves by Overton number. 

The Collection of Philip M. Peterson 

Equally impressive is a carefully formed collection of more than 100 federal gold issues and Territorial gold coins and nuggets, as well as 
select silver and copper type coins from the estate of Philip M. Peterson. A keen understanding of quality and innate appeal is obvious in 
the numismatic leanings of our consignor, who was a longtime Heritage Auctions client and valued friend. In particular, the Territorial gold 
pieces are outstanding, ranging from the early Bechtler issues to private minters in the West and U.S. Assay Office gold. Lot 3313 is a rare 
Miners Bank ten dollar gold piece, infrequently found and missing in most Gold Rush type collections. The federal issues encompass several 
rare dates and varieties in all denominations, with high-end examples of special interest to dealers and collectors alike. The collection is 
replete with high-quality Premier Session coins.

3001 1652 Oak Tree Shilling, IN at Bottom, VF35 PCGS. Noe-5, 
W-470, Salmon 3-D, R.2. 72.1 gn. A lovely and problem-free 
silver-gray example, ideal for the Early American type collector. 
Like most examples of Noe-5, the obverse is moderately off center 
toward 6 o’clock, though only the tops of IN MA are affected. 
Noe’s sizeable “die break” at 12 o’clock is instead the border of the 
obverse die. The reverse centering is exemplary. The coin exhibits 
the S-shaped wave characteristic of rocker press issue, which leads 
to greater wear on the upper branches than the remaining three- 
quarters of the tree.

A cream-gray shilling with 
sharp definition on the date and denomination. Mint clips on the 
sides give the coin a somewhat oval appearance, but the weight 
is fairly close to the Large Planchet average of 72 grains. Marks 
are absent except for a diagonal line near the top of the tree. The 
S-shape to the flan is customary for the type, as issued by a rocker 
press. The middle of the tree shows slightly greater wear due to the 
natural flan wave. The usual die state with flowlines above HV, a 
“bird’s nest” break at the right center of the tree, and a double set 
of clash marks at 3 o’clock on the reverse.

This gently shimmering 
lavender-gray and apple-green example has pleasing surfaces, a 
clear tree, and virtually complete legends. Somewhat wavy, as made 
from a rocker press.

1793 Liberty Cap half cent claims a mintage of 35,344 pieces, with 
four die varieties known for the date. This coin represents the C- 1 
variety, with a long 7 in the date and a period after the legend on 
the reverse. The C-l is the most elusive variety of the date and is 
usually seen in lower circulated grades, with HALF CENT illegible 
on the reverse. 

This Choice VF specimen retains some interior design detail 
in the leaves and shows some wear on the hair near the ear and 
forehead. The smooth planchet is problemTree and the pleasing 
brown surfaces show a few scattered grade-consistent abrasions.

The first official product of the United 
States Mint, the Sheldon-1 cent is the only variety that abbreviates 
the country name as AMERI, presumably for aesthetic reasons 
(UNITED and STATES each have five letters). The present 
unabraded deep olive-brown example is evenly porous. The obverse 
appears lightly burnished.

3008 1793 Chain, AMERICA, Periods, S-4, B-5, R.3 — 
Environmental Damage — NGC Details. VF. S-4 is the sole 
variety with periods after LIBERTY and the date, and thus secures 
a premium relative to S-3. The present dark brown Sheldon-4 
cent has an evenly granular reverse. The obverse is mostly lightly 
granular but shows moderate pitting near the date and Liberty’s 
neck. Abrasions are essentially absent aside from a small reverse 
rim nick at 1:30.

NGC. Liberty’s profile is sharp and the legends are bold on this 
ebony-brown Wreath cent. A few hair-thin marks are noted near 
the U in UNITED and the back of Liberty’s cheek, but granularity 
is minimal and the overall appearance is pleasing. The slender 
diagonal die crack often seen on S-8 is apparent on the present 
coin as field buckling near the E in CENT.

The reverse 
legends are clear. The 1799 has long been recognized as the rarest 
Draped Bust date, especially in better circulated grades.

S-264 is only 
1803 variety that pairs a Large Date obverse and a Small Fraction 
reverse. Since S-264 is a very scarce Guide Book entry, it commands 
a lofty premium relative to the plentiful Small Date variety. The 
usual die state with breaks on the upper reverse and Liberty’s chest. 
The medium to deep brown surfaces are nicely defined but granular. 
The obverse has a moderate rim ding at 5:30 and a pair of minor 
thin marks near the bust tip.

The surfaces are moderately granular, 
particularly near STATES, but abrasions are few and generally 
inconsequential.

The elements were in fairly high relief, which probably caused 
striking problems and reduced die life, prompting the change to the 
lower relief Low Leaves design later in the year. The Closed E coins 
used the denomination punches from 1857. 

This high-end Premium Gem exhibits pinpoint detail on all 
design elements and the original red surfaces radiate vibrant mint 
luster on both sides. A die crack shows on the obverse from the rim 
at 5 o’clock to the eagle’s tail.

This pleasing 
example has exceptional eye appeal for the grade, despite a few 
faint hairlines and contact marks. The strike is bold and the mirrors 
are deep, with lovely golden-tan surfaces and pale blue toning.

Sole-Finest at PCGS 



3016 1858 Large Letters, High Leaves, PR66 PCGS. Snow PR 1 . Based 
on the number of silver proof sets issued (80), and a small number 
of pattern sets that contained an example of the cent in 1858 
(approximately 20), experts believe about 100 proof Large Letters 
Flying Eagle cents were struck in 1858. The obverse employed 
the Large Letters design, easily recognized by the position of AM 
in AMERICA joined at the base, and a High Leaves reverse of 
the type used in 1856 and 1857. PCGS CoinFacts estimates about 
50 examples survive today in all grades. Some proofs of the Small 
Letters design were struck later in the year. 

The present coin is a magnificent Premium Gem proof, with 
razor-sharp definition on all design elements and deeply mirrored 
fields that create a modest degree of contrast. The impeccably 
preserved surfaces show an attractive mix of copper-red and lilac 
patina with outstanding eye appeal. As the finest example graded 
at PCGS, this coin should find a home in the finest collection or 
Registry Set.

3021 1909-S VDB MS66 Red PCGS. Arguably one of the most well- 
recognized issues in American numismatics, the 1909-S VDB 
sustains ever-strong demand from collectors of all sorts. This 
amazing Premium Gem features glowing luster and warm amber-red 
coloration. A small area of lighter toning occurs in the left obverse 
field. The designer’s famous initials are clearly visible on the lower 
reverse, and all other motifs are equally sharp. The surfaces lack 
any mentionable abrasions. PCGS reports only 11 Red coins in 
higher numeric grades (1/15).

1909-S VDB Cent, MS66 Red 
Luminous Surfaces 



3022 1909-S VDB MS66 Red PCGS. Dies for the new Lincoln cent 
were sent to the San Francisco Mint on June 22, 1909. Between 
late July and the suspension of production on August 5, the West 
Coast branch mint struck 484,000 1909-S VDB cents. Soon after 
the coins were released on August 2, the press began printing 
articles quoting so-called experts, typical of the yellow journalism 
of the era, stating that designer Victor David Brenner’s prominent 
initials on the lower reverse were akin to advertisement and were 
therefore illegal. From a judicial standpoint, such was not the case, 
but the uproar led the the removal of the initials soon thereafter. 

This well-preserved Premium Gem exhibits softly frosted 
mint luster over amber-red surfaces. Lincoln’s portrait details are 
boldly rendered, as are the wheat sheaves and designer’s initials. 
Carbon is minimal, and a few small ticks scattered over each side 
likely preclude an even higher grade. PCGS has certified only 11 
submissions in higher numeric grades (1/15).

3023 1915-S MS65 Red PCGS. CAC. A better date in the series, 
the 1915-S enjoys a relatively small production of 4.8 million 
coins. Comparing it with Philadelphia’s 29 million-coin mintage or 
Denver’s 22 million-coin total puts the scarcity of the S-mint issue 
into perspective. Additionally, most examples quickly acquired 
a darker patina, meaning full Red pieces like this are rare. The 
copper-orange surfaces feature sharply struck motifs, save for the 
O in ONE, with an area of lighter toning at the upper left obverse.

Lincoln cents were struck at the Philadelphia Mint in 1922, but 
some of the 7.1 million coins struck at the Denver facility that year 
appear to lack the D mintmark, creating much confusion for early 
collectors of this popular series. Three varieties of the No D Lincoln 
cent are recognized today and all are scarce -to-rare in all grades. 
This coin represents the No D, Weak Reverse type from Die Pair 3, 
characterized by severely worn obverse and reverse dies. Die Pair 1 
coins were also struck from worn dies, but the reverse of that pair 
shows a die crack from the L in PLURIBUS through the O in ONE. 
The mintmark was apparently filled by grease, or some other foreign 
matter, when these coins were struck, and no trace of the mintmark 
is evident on this example. Later in the striking process, some of 
the material that was obstructing the mintmark fell out, creating 
coins with a Weak D mintmark to further confuse the issue. 

The present coin is an impressive Select example with the 
incomplete detail always seen on this issue, due to the worn dies. 
The glossy brown surfaces retain traces of original red and a few 
highlights of lilac, with bright luster under the patina. Occasional 
specks of carbon are visible on close inspection, but only minor 
signs of contact are evident. This coin was not certified as a Weak 
Reverse variety by NGC, perhaps being submitted before the 
grading services distinguished between the Weak and Strong 
Reverse varieties. Currently, NGC has not graded any MS63 
Brown examples of the Weak D variety, and only one coin finer

The 1851-0 three cent silver is 
somewhat of a numismatic orphan — the only branch mint issue 
in the entire series and the only moderately elusive Type One issue. 
The New Orleans Mint struck just 720,000 pieces (compared to 
nearly 5.5 million at Philadelphia), and the issue is appropriately 
challenging in Gem and finer grades. This Premium Gem example 
displays hints of lavender and gold toning over thickly frosted, 
carefully preserved surfaces. As is expected for the issue, some 
lightness of strike is noted on the central design elements, but the 
overall quality is outstanding for the date.

3028 1855 MS66 PCGS. CAC. This better date is seen here in 
exceptionally attractive, high-grade condition. The fields are 
bright and shimmer with intense, semiprooflike intensity. This is 
noteworthy on this coin, not only because of the brightness of the 
lustrous flash, but also because of the deep blue, rose, and charcoal- 
gray patina splashed across each side. Such deep coloration would 
greatly subdue less-lustrous coins, but here it has no dampening effect. 
The surfaces are die clashed, as always, yet free from any troubling 
abrasions. A bit of softness appears around the peripheries, the 
closest we can find to a defect.

3029 1872 MS67 PCGS. CAC. The three cent silver denomination was 
clearly obsolete by 1872, being largely replaced in the channels of 
commerce by its nickel counterpart. A minuscule mintage of 1,000 
business-strike examples was accomplished at the Philadelphia 
Mint in 1872, the last time the coins were produced in regular-issue 
format, making the date scarce-to-rare in all grades. After a small 
proof mintage the following year, the silver three cent piece was 
cancelled. 

The present coin is a spectacular Superb Gem, one of the finest- 
certified survivors. The design elements are well-detailed and 
the surfaces are impeccably preserved. The fields show prooflike 
reflectivity throughout and the terrific eye appeal is enhanced by 
attractive shades of golden-brown, cerulean-blue, and lavender 
toning.

With 
a mintage of just 264,000 coins, the 1916-D is far and away the 
lowest-mintage date in the entire series, and in fact it claims the 
lowest mintage among all dime issues dating back to 1886 when the 
San Francisco Mint struck a mere 206,524 examples. 

As Mint officials prepared for the release of three new designs 
for the dime, quarter, and half dollar in 1916, the Great War caused 
a shortage of subsidiary coinage, especially quarter dollars. Earlier 
in the year, the Philadelphia and San Francisco Mints had struck 
more than 22 million and 10 million examples of the new Mercury 
dime design respectively. These quantities were sufficient to satisfy 
commercial demand, and on November 24 Mint Director von 
Engelken ordered the Colorado branch mint to cease production 
of all denominations save the quarter dollar, explaining the low 
mintage of D-mint dimes. So the mintage and availability of the 
1916-D dime was limited to the small number of coins struck prior 
to the Director’s orders. 

Although other Mercury dime issues may be scarcer, collector 
interest in the 1916-D exceeds that of all other dates in the series. 
Examples are available across virtually all grade levels. Circulated 
examples are usually available for a price through Extremely Fine 
condition, About Uncirculated pieces are elusive, and Mint State 
representatives such as this are scarce. At the MS66 level, fewer 
than two dozen coins are known. This piece displays remarkable 
mint luster; frosted in nature rather than the expected satin finish 
seen on most Denver products.

Few 
examples were saved by contemporary collectors, making high- 
quality specimens particularly difficult to locate. Despite the elusive 
nature of the 1851, the date is often underrated, outside of series 
specialists. Heritage Auctions is pleased to present the finest- 
certified example of this elusive issue in this impressive offering. 

The present coin traces its history to the famous collection 
of John Jay Pittman. Pittman was a true connoisseur who would 
accept nothing less than the finest available specimens for his 
collection. After his death, the collection was offered by David 
Akers in a series of landmark auctions in the late 1990s. Describing 
this coin in lot 1541 of his May 1998 catalog, Akers stated: 

’’This is a superb coin, one of the prettiest coins from the 
standpoint of toning in the entire Pittman Collection. It is 
very sharply struck except on a few of the obverse stars. It 
has full frosty mint luster and gorgeous multicolored toning, 
medium reddish-gold and russet in the centers turning to 
violet, blue and greenish-gold at the borders. Under the 
toning, there are just a few trivial marks, and the overall 
eye appeal of the coin is absolutely first-rate. This is almost 
certainly the finest known 1851 Half Dollar and is distinct¬ 
ly finer than the Eliasberg specimen which was described as, 
‘Probably the finest known’.” 

Another great collector, Eugene Gardner, purchased the coin at 
the Pittman auction and retained it in his collection until it was sold 
by Heritage last June, realizing a record $49,937.50. At that time, 
the coin was certified in an MS66 PCGS holder. In his commentary 
in the lot description, Gardner noted, “It may sound presumptuous, 
but I was actually hoping for a higher grade from PCGS. There 
are no apparent flaws, and the coin, while on the dark side, is 
gorgeous.” Gardner’s comments were prophetic, as the coin now 
resides in an MS67 PCGS holder, making it even more desirable. 

Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert list four die varieties for the 
1851 Seated Liberty half dollar in their series reference. This coin 
represents the extremely rare WB-104 variety, with an errant 8 
in the dentils below the space between the 8 and 5 in the date. 
When The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dollars was written, 
the only example of this variety known to the authors was the 
coin in the National Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian 
Institution. The present coin is just the second example we are aware 
of, although some others may exist that have not been attributed. 

The coin offered here is the finest-known example of an elusive 
date and an extremely rare die pair. For the Registry Set enthusiast, 
there can be no substitute for this MS67 PCGS example, as the 
finest NGC has certified is a single coin in MS66, and the second- 
finest specimen at PCGS grades “only” MS65 (1/15).

This coin represents the popular BD-8 variety, with the 2 in the 
date touching the bust, perfect T’s in the legends, and the final S 
in STATES positioned over the far right side of a cloud. The BD-8 
is one of the more available varieties of this date, with a surviving 
population of 150-200 examples in all grades.

The 1802/1 half eagle was a popular issue with early collectors 
and the overdate was recognized at an early date. An early auction 
appearance was lot 2755 in the Sixth Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot 
Woodward, 3/1865): 

“1802 over 1801; uncirculated, as fine as proof; scarce.” 

Of course, the term “proof” had a different meaning to 
numismatists of the mid-19th century than it has today. In the early 
days of the hobby, European numismatists called coins struck as 
prototypes for a new design “proofs” (they are called patterns today). 
At some time around 1860, Mint Director James Ross Snowden 
began calling coins specially produced as presentation pieces for 
VIP’s and collectors “proofs” (they were earlier called “specimen” 
or “master” coins). The term “proof’ was loosely understood to 
mean a coin in the finest possible grade to collectors of the 19th 
century. Today the term is rigorously defined as a coin produced 
by a specific method of manufacture, using specially polished 
planchets and dies, and being struck more than once to fully bring 
up the design detail. The earliest true proofs in this country were 
produced in 1816, so the coin in Woodward’s Sixth Semi-Annual 
Sale was probably a high-quality Uncirculated specimen, like 
the coin offered here. The lot realized $9, a strong price at the 
time, to Thomas Cleneay. Recent auction appearances include the 
MS65 PCGS example in lot 4847 of the FUN Signature (Heritage, 
1/2012), which realized $138,000.

Perhaps the earliest known numismatic piece 
of its kind from Utah, this engraved California gold half dollar is 
intriguing both for its known and unknown historic importance. 
The host coin is a BG-429 Small Head, Bust Close to First Star, 
Period One small denomination gold piece dated 1853, and 
engraved for presentation to A.R. Jackman, December 15, 1857. 

Ammi Rumsey Jackman was one of the first Utah pioneers, 
arriving at the Great Salt Lake Valley on September 30, 1847. He 
was born in Genesee County, New York in 1825. He left New York 
at age 13 and worked for a time on the steamboats in Missouri, 
where his family converted to Mormonism in the 1830s and soon 
moved to Nauvoo, Illinois. He became a member of the Mormon 
Battalion that started West at the time of the exodus after the 
assassination of the Mormon leader and prophet, Joseph Smith. 
Jackman traveled with the second party of emigrants to Salt Lake. 

Upon arrival, he was one of the first volunteers to carry the 
mail back to the East, riding for “B.Y. Express” and later for the 
Pony Express. He made the same journey back and forth six or 
seven times, a long journey often made in cruel and harrowing 
circumstances. A devout Mormon, Ammi Jackman was also a 
veteran of the Black Hawk (Sanpete) wars of 1849-1851 and was 
witness to more than two decades of regional fighting both with 
Indians and at times with federal troops. 

Jackman’s name is found in both the 1870 Territorial Census 
(spelled incorrectly) and in the 1880 Census, although Mormons 
typically avoided the U.S. Census takers. His name also appears as a 
signatory witness on a bill of sale for slaves in Salt Lake City, a little- 
researched but significant bit of information for interested specialists. 
His occupation was officially “clerk in store,” but obviously his 
involvement in the Mormon community went far beyond those 
duties. He passed away after a six-month illness at age 74 in 1898. 

The exact engraving on this tiny gold piece is intricately done 
and reads “A.R. JACKMAN G.S.L. CITY DEC. 15. 1857.” The 
inscription encircles the obverse. The fact that this gold piece 
was presented just a few months after the infamous “Mountains 
Meadows Massacre” near Cedar City, Utah in 1857 may or may not 
have any significance.
